Farm Prices Show 
Big Decrease 
in Arkansas 


Little flock, Dec. 4—</P>—A 13 per 


cent decline in prices received by 
Arkansas farmers between October 
15 and November 15 was reported 
loday by Ihe Arkansas crop report- 
ing service. 


The orice break was nearly 10 


times the 3.7 per cent decline for 
the nation as a whole and followed 
a steady rise since July 15. Mow- 
ever, the general price level lu Ar- 
kansas as 
of November 
15 re- 
mained 31 per cent higher than for 
the same period a year ago. ' 


The downward trend 
was 
due 
mainly to the recent 22 per cent 
drop in Ihe price of cotton and a 
19 per cent drop for miscellaneous 
commodities. Declines of five per 
cent In poultry and eggs prices and 
two per cent in meat animals Were 
olher factors.

Today's announcement by Post- 
master Robert M, Wilson ol the 
terms of the mail embargo which 
went Into effect this Friday morn- 
ing tells the man in the street in 
language he cnn understand the 
true score of the cool strike. 
Anything that affects the mails 
Is national in its scope— and the 
malls 
arc 
grievously 
affected, 
indeed. 


Behind the mail embargo is a 
retrenchment program forced upon 
£j}lc railroads by their dwindling 
supply of fuel. Thousands of rail- 
road workers face layoffs as trains 
become fewer. 
In the great industrial cities the 
shock is concentrated. Steel and 
motors will be down, and 
the 


unemployment total will rise *to 5 
million or more very soon unless 
tlic coal strike is broken. 
^All this may seem remote from 
us, with the exception of the mail 
embargo and further delay 
in 
manufacturing articles we haven't 
seen much of since the beginning 
flit .the war—but actually it con- 
cerns us at every breath and every 
step. A great closing of industry 
must inevitably spread financial 
fear. And when people arc fright- 
ened they stop spending, even if 
they still actually have plenty of 
money. Fear is the hooded man 
wailing at panic's corner. 


This the government sees clearly 
—which is why John L. Lewis Is 
being shown a very lough time 
right now in Washington.

Frightening Facts of Life 
In the unlikely event that 
the 
trustees of a wealthy foundation 
or endowment fund should ask our 
advice on what to do with a mil- 
lion dollars, we should 
earnestly 
ropommend that they present it to 
the worthy and deserving

which calls itself the Emergency 
Committee of Atomic Scientists. 
There arc nine distinguished sci- 
entists in the group, headed by Dr. 
Albert Einstein, and they are look- 
-ing for just that sum. With it they 
•{hope to do a necessary selling job 


Their commodity is a set of 
six 
statements, .six fateful fads of life 
whicli 
somehow 
failed so fai 
to goad the human family into con 
ccrtcd, emergency action. 
The 


facts are these: 
1. Atomic bombs can 
now be 
made cheaply and in large num- 
bers and thdy will become more dc- 
slructive. 
2. There is no military defense 


against atomic bombs and none is 
to be expected. 
\ 3. Other nations can rediscover 
V our secret processes by themselves. 


4. Preparedness against 
atomic 


warfare is futile, and if attempted 
it will ruin the structure of our so- 
cial order. 
5. If war breaks out, 
atomic 
bombs will be used, and they will 
surely destroy our civilization. 
6. There is no solution to 
this 
problem except international 
con- 
trol of atomic energy and, ultimate- 
ly, the elimination of war. 
That is all. But those statements 


sum up the problem and inescap- 


-'j> able solution better than all of the 
r millions of technical, 
emotional, 


controversial, belittling words that 
have been written on- this subject 
of almost incomprehensible import- 
ance. 
These nine men know what they 
are talking about. They are wise 
serious, and fastidiously devoted 
to the separation of fact and sup 
position.

The Doctor 
Says:

Dislocation of the shoulder results 


from the arm's being forced out- 
ward and upward until the head 
of the bone leaves the socket and 
rests below, behind, or in front 
fo the joint. 


A shoulder dislocation is indicat- 
ed by the wny in which the victim 
holds his arm and by the existence 
of- a vacany where the head of the 
bone naturally should be. Disloca- 
tions are produced by falls, unusual 
twisting motions and strong mus- 
cular exertion. 


Skillful Care Required 
A dislocated shoulder is extreme- 
ly painful. The patient usually holds 
the hand on the injured side to sup- 
port the forearm, keeping 
the 
arm close to his body 


First-aiders should not attempt to 
reduce a dislocated shoulder. Un- 
skilled efforts may further damage 
torn ligaments. 


While it is possible to get a dis- 
located shoulder back into 
place 


without giving an anesthetic, usual- 
ly it is not wise to do so. 
The patient is placed flat on his 
back on a firm surface, and the 
physician holds the elbow on 
the 
affected side with one hand and the 
wrist with the other. The arm is 
pulled downward as the wrist and 
forearm arc moved slowly outward. 
No attempt at force is made, be- 
cause of the danger of further tear- 
ing of the ligaments and muscles. 


While the upper arm is held in 
this position, the elbow is brought 
around to the front of the chest 
and held there as 
affected 
hand 
and forearm arc swung across the 
body, to permit the hand to rest 
upon ihe opposite shoulder. At this 
point the bone slips back into posi- 
tion unless the head is caught in 
the torn ligaments. 
When this method fails, the shoe- 
less foot of the surgson is placed 
in the armpit, to assist in getting 
the head of the bone back in place. 


After the shoulder dislocation has 
been reduced, a large pad is plac- 
ed in the armpit and the arm is 
bandaged at the side of the body, 
leaving the. hand free. The 
hand 
and fingers arc moved from time 
to lime, to keep the muscles from 
becoming stiff. 
Move Arm Cautiously 
It may be necessary to keep the 
arm in this position for some time. 
When the arm is moved, caution 
should be observed, to keep 
the 
head of the bone from slipping.

When one considers how unpopu- 
lar and how -subject to persecution 
was the new faith, it seems strange 
that any. except the most sincere 
and unsullied should have

monition against feeding, those who 
would not work seems to indicate 
,hat there were in the early Chris- 
tian community the sort of. "Con- 
verts" who sought to be parasites 
upon the abler and more prosper- 
ous members. 
Paul was determined to 
check 
any abuse of .the basic 
Christian 
principle of mutual, love and-mu- 
tual aid. Side by side with the tenet 
that Christians should' bear one 
another's burdens, "and so fulfill 
the law of Christ," he laid down 
the principle that "every ~ — 
shall bear his own burden.' 
The converts to 
the 
Christian 
church were largely Gentiles, many, 
of them former idolaters, in cities 
full of licentiousness. 


No doubt many of those 
who 


were drawn to the Christian way 
were inherently 
good souls, a- 
verse to Iheir licentious and 
evil 
surroundings; but others were con- 
verts from evil ways of 
living. 


When Paul describes the evil 
of 
these corrupt cities, he says, 
in 
writing to the Christians, "and 
such were some of you.1'

find the answer in such cases, can 
establish the point where internal 
developments become of legitimate 
international concern, all the for- 
mulas of Lake Success -\yon't help 
anybody. If the British in Greece 
or Iraq, or 
the Americans 
in 


China, are ever forced to go into 
action to protect their 
positions, 
the jig will be iip.

The Doctor 
Says:

Dislocation of the shoulder results 


from the arm's being forced out- 
ward and upward until the head 
of the bone leaves the socket and 
rests below, behind, or in front 
fo the joint. 


A shoulder dislocation is indicat- 
ed by the wny in which the victim 
holds his arm and by the existence 
of- a vacany where the head of the 
bone naturally should be. Disloca- 
tions are produced by falls, unusual 
twisting motions and strong mus- 
cular exertion. 


Skillful Care Required 
A dislocated shoulder is extreme- 
ly painful. The patient usually holds 
the hand on the injured side to sup- 
port the forearm, keeping 
the 
arm close to his body 


First-aiders should not attempt to 
reduce a dislocated shoulder. Un- 
skilled efforts may further damage 
torn ligaments. 


While it is possible to get a dis- 
located shoulder back into 
place 


without giving an anesthetic, usual- 
ly it is not wise to do so. 
The patient is placed flat on his 
back on a firm surface, and the 
physician holds the elbow on 
the 
affected side with one hand and the 
wrist with the other. The arm is 
pulled downward as the wrist and 
forearm arc moved slowly outward. 
No attempt at force is made, be- 
cause of the danger of further tear- 
ing of the ligaments and muscles. 


While the upper arm is held in 
this position, the elbow is brought 
around to the front of the chest 
and held there as 
affected 
hand 
and forearm arc swung across the 
body, to permit the hand to rest 
upon ihe opposite shoulder. At this 
point the bone slips back into posi- 
tion unless the head is caught in 
the torn ligaments. 
When this method fails, the shoe- 
less foot of the surgson is placed 
in the armpit, to assist in getting 
the head of the bone back in place. 


After the shoulder dislocation has 
been reduced, a large pad is plac- 
ed in the armpit and the arm is 
bandaged at the side of the body, 
leaving the. hand free. The 
hand 
and fingers arc moved from time 
to lime, to keep the muscles from 
becoming stiff. 
Move Arm Cautiously 
It may be necessary to keep the 
arm in this position for some time. 
When the arm is moved, caution 
should be observed, to keep 
the

When one considers how unpopu- 
lar and how -subject to persecution 
was the new faith, it seems strange 
that any. except the most sincere 
and unsullied should have 
joined 
monition against feeding, those who 
would not work seems to indicate 
,hat there were in the early Chris- 
tian community the sort of. "Con- 
verts" who sought to be parasites 
upon the abler and more prosper- 
ous members. 
Paul was determined to 
check 
any abuse of .the basic 
Christian 
principle of mutual, love and-mu- 
tual aid. Side by side with the tenet 
that Christians should' bear one 
another's burdens, "and so fulfill 
the law of Christ," he laid down 
the principle that "every ~ — 
shall bear his own burden.' 
The converts to 
the 
Christian 
church were largely Gentiles, many, 
of them former idolaters, in cities 
full of licentiousness. 


No doubt many of those 
who 


were drawn to the Christian way 
were inherently 
good souls, a- 
verse to Iheir licentious and 
evil 
surroundings; but others were con- 
verts from evil ways of 
living. 


When Paul describes the evil 
of 
these corrupt cities, he says, 
in 
writing to the Christians, "and 
such were some of you.1'

The man who had "put on- the 
Lord Jesus" had a strength 
that 
could not be easily corrupted, Hen- 
ce Paul's Epistles are constructive 
as \vo\l as reproving, in their ad- 
monitions. He made the Christian 
life alluring in its height, its joy, 
and its glory.

•eturned to Russia with his latest 
fe, he was invited to a party at 
ne American embassy where 
it 
ippears, he again saw the world 
hrough the bottom of an upturned ! 
glass, and babbled callow profund- ~ 
ities which were printed here and 
cabled back to Moscow. There he 
generally repudiated them and El- 
liott Roosevelt, of all persons, com- 
plained that he should not have 
been quoted because the party was 
private, and criticized the ethics of 
correspondents who certainly did 
no worse than he did, and for his 
enormous personal profit, in his 
rollo book. 


We are not told why the Ameri- 
can Embassy gave this party tor 
him and it was reasonable to as- 
sume that the embassy would have 
barred the door lest privacy be 
violated and guests exposed to pub- 
licity and 
embarrassment. 
This 


man is not an official person, and 
he has put all hosts, official and 
private, on warning that they have 
social and financial traffic with 
him at their own considerable risk

Americans who now apprehend 
darkly that Elliott has found some 
profitable way to set himself up 
as the agent of his late father's 
foreign policies and as a pro-Rus- 
sian propagandist, will find explan- 
atory and reassuring information 
m his mother's autobiography pub- 
lished by Harpers in 1937. 


Mrs. Roosevelt tells us that when 
she was a very little girl, her own 
father, also warned Elliott, a mag- 
nificent loafer of the idle rich type, 
broke a leg riding in a "society 
circus" and "began to drink."

It may have been the pain or the 
combined strain of the injury, a 
heavy social program and a brie 
spell of "goine to business."

It couldn't have been, of course 


that this Elliott Roosevelt simply 
lacked character and responsibili- 
ty; in a comprehensive word, the 
manhood to be a rnari. 


Twice on page 10 he "entered a 
sanitarium," the first in Germany 
the other in France. On page 12 
little Nell and her baby brother, 
Hall, "sailed for home, leaving my 
father in a sanitarium in France 
where his brother, Theodore (later 
president), had to go and get him 
later on." 


Mrs. Roospvelt mentions "those 
summers while my father was away 
trying to rehabilitate himself and 
tells us thut when her mother died, 
"my father was sent for but came 
too late from his exile in Virginia.

brought upon my mother—and she 
had left her mother as guardian 
for her children. My grandmother 
did not feel that she could trust my 
father to take care of us."

Now, having 
returned to Russia with his latest 
wife, he was invited to a party at 
the American embassy where, it 
appears, he again saw the world 
through the bottom of an upturned 
glass, and babbled callow profund- 
ities which were printed here and 
cabled back to Moscow. There he 
generally repudiated them and El- 
liott Roosevelt, of all persons, com- 
plained that he should not have 
been quoted because the party was 
private, and criticized the ethics of 
correspondents who certainly did 
no worse than he did, and for his 
enormqus personal profit, in his 
rollo book. 
We are not told why the Ameri- 
can Embassy gave this party for 
him and it was reasonable to as- 
sume that the embassy would have 
barred the door lest privacy be 
violated and guests exposed to pub- 
licity and 
embarrassment. 
This 


man is not an official person, and 
he has put all hosts, official and 
private, on warning that they have 
social and financial traffic with 
him at their own considerable risk. 


In trying to degrade 
Winston 
Churchill, Elliott got so confused 
among the wines and vodkas that 
he 
presented 
the 
blunderbuss 


wrong-end-to. Nothing that he write 
about the "P. M.", as he calls the 
prime minister is quite as belittling 
as his own revelation of the indig- 
nity that he put on himself for the 
s.'ike of a wild party and a pro- 
gram of free drinks at Teheran. 
For Elliott reveals that, knowing 
he wasn't invited to the brawl, he

We are not told why the Ameri- 
can Embassy gave this party for 
him and it was reasonable to as- 
sume that the embassy would have 
barred the door lest privacy be 
violated and guests exposed to pub- 
licity and 
embarrassment.

man is not an official person, and 
he has put all hosts, official and 
private, on warning that they have 
social and financial traffic with 
him at their own considerable risk.

The arguments in the Uniled Na-

against Ihc present regime, under 
the UN charter, if and when this 
regime becomes a threat to inter- 
national peace and security. Pend- 
ing such an eventuality America 
is opposed to coercive measures 
by the United Nations, such as 
severance of diplomatic relations 
or the imposition of economic sanc- 
tions. Britain agrees with that. 


While we are on the
